President Brown has ordered them placed at once 
upon all the passenger cars and engines om the State 
A brief description of the brake and its operstion 
will be of general intereet. 
On the rigust head side of the locomotive, fastened 
the running buerd, and immetitately under the en- 
gincer's eyes. js an upright sir pomp.

pumps air into s rescrvoir which Is attached to the 
fout-boarh, and hangs direc@y under the cab.

Thas it will be scen 
that when the preseare of steam rises, thereby giving

Under each car of the train isa cylinder firmly bolt 
e4 fn euch a pouwicion that the pletun acts directly on 
the lever now used for the ordinary hand brake, and 
not at all interfering with hand braking. 
The presture of sit ls conducted to these cylinders 
from the reservoir under the locomotive, by a line of 
three-quarter inch gas pipe, rasning the entire length 
of the train, and the connection with each cylinder is 
wnade from the main line with a quarter-iach elbow.

and effectively slop the train, without that uopleas- 
ant jerking aod boundiog noticeable on all trains 
where hand or other brakes are used, or can as quick- 
ly release the brake or giaduate it to any desired 
While the brake is so adjusted thatthe engineer 
can, by a simple movement of his hand, apply it with 
ite utmost force, aa in case of accident. yet it is im 
possible for him to get sueh force a4 to break any- 
thing, or even lock or slide the wheels. 
The biake is applied instantly to all the cars of s 
train alike, #0 that, in running lato an obstrnetion, 
the train would be perfectly taut, and could stand s 
considerable blow ; or, incase of an anticipated col- 
lision, the train could be stopped, the brake released, 
and the train backed out of danger at once. 
In no invention can the traveling public (and what 
part of the community does not that inclade ?) take a 
greater personal interest than in one which tende to 
lessen the risks and dangeis which every traveler in- 
curs. Therere is no necessity for dilating upos the 
probability or the horrors of railroad accidents. They 
are present to the mind of «very traveling man in all 
the force of the imagination; and recollections of 
Norwslk, Angola, and other names of bloody memory, 
will obtrude themeelves during the most delightfal 
journey. 
No amount of prudence in management, no amount 
of expense in roadway and roiling-etock, por the moet 
vigilant care upon the part of rs can ever 
avert the possibility of accident. 
But the risks may be greatly lessened ; and there is 
no way in which their number may be more redaced 
than by placing the whole train completely ander the 
control of the enginecr. With the onormous weight 
4 a loaded passenger train thundering slong at th- 
rate of thirty or forty milesan hour, tt would seem 
the merest fully to allow the control of such @ train 
to remain in the hands of any but the man who alone 
can see an impending danger. And as the engineer 
only can see it, he should, alone, promptly, and with 
oat relying upon other men and tignsla, be able to 
eheck the momentum of the train under his guidance. 
That th scan be done by the use of Westinghouse 
Air Brake repeated tests have shown. 
At Chicago, November 96, 1°60, tests were made on 
the Chicago and Nort western Railway with the fol- 
lowing resul's: 
A train of six care running at the rate of 32 miles 
per hour was stopped in 19 seconds, or seven car 
lengths. 
The same train, at a speed of nearly forty miles 
was brought to a stand still in eighteen seconds, run- 
ning in that time about 370 feet. 
These trials were made on a slippery track. 
Ata teet on the Kansas Pacific Railway, May 12, 
1871, a train going at the rate of 45 miles an hour was 
stopped within a distance of 250 feet. 
On September 1#:h, 1869, a test was made ia the 
presence of the Master Mechanics’ Association, on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, at the famous “ Horse- 
shoe Bend *' The train of six care, running down s 
grade of 96 feet ina mile, at the rate of 80 miles an 
hour, wae brvught to a stand-still in 420 feet—seven 
car lengths. At Altouna, the train was stopped in 
leas than ite own length, in eleven seconds. 
On the Pennsylvania Reilroad an express train, at 8 
speed of 45 miles an hour, was suddenly flagged and 
brought uy in nine car lengths, jort 60 fect from a 
train standing on the track. 
On the Pittsburgh, Cincinnati & St. Louis Railway, 
an accommodation train coming around a curve down 
a grade of 68 feet, at the rate of % miies per hour, 
was bronght to rest in a distance of 200 feet, and with- 
in 50 feet of a freight train, obstructed by the caving 
in of a tannel.

Farmers should improve their lands and 
embelish their homes with good fruit. 

Planters should diversify their labor and 
crops. Should make and manufacture every- 
thing at home that will pay a profit on pro. 
duction.

To keep apples and pears in a sound con- 
dition through the autumn and winter months, 
the defective fruit must be separated from 
the sound. A cool and dry atmosphere is 
necessary, and a uniform degree of tempera- 
ture must be maintained.
